Because of the low stage of the Oc- 
miugee river,’ which has practically 
put the big hydro-electric power plant 
at Jackson out of business and the 
further fact that the Macon steam 
plants are unable to generate suffi- 
cient current, orders for further cur- 
tailment of power were issued, effec- 
tive Wednesday morning, as follows: 


From 7 a. m. to 10 a. m. each day the 
power and light switch will be off. Manu- 
facturing plants engaged in war work wifl 
continue to operate and will be furnished 
their power over a separate line.

Lacking officlal ann@uncements of 
what the president has done it is highly 
probable that he had taken one of 
these two courses: ‘ae 

Either he has asked Premiers Lloyd- 
George, Clemenceau and Orlando to ad- 
vise’ him of their replies, or, more 
likely still, the president already has 
formulated a reply and asked the pre- 
miers for their acquiescence. 

The temper of debate in-the senate 
today and the general tone of public 
opinion in the United States as ex- 
pressed in the newspaper comments 
are a very fair index of the govern- 
ment’s views. The consensus of opin- 
ion in the. senate debate was that 
the offer should be rejected; the prac- 
tically unanimous public opinion as re- 
flected in newspapers all over the 
country was that no peace terms short 
of unconditional surrender could be 
discussed. 

Reply to Be Convincing. 

It is very clear that the reply will 
be not only an answer to Germany end 
her allies, but a statement for the his- 
torical record of the world. It is re- 
alized on every hand that a rejection 
ofa peace offer must be a convincing 
one and one which will justify the pro- 
longing of the war to the ends sought.

Teuton Notes Delivered. 


The official communication from 
Germany was delivered to the white 
house this morning by the charge of 
the Swiss legation, and the note from 
Austria was taken to the state depart- 
ment and handéd to Secretary Lansing 
by Mr. Ekengren, the minister from 
Sweden. The president already had 
the unofficial texts as transmitted by 
the Associated Press before him and 
the official copies added little or noth- 
ing to his information. 

In explaining the necessity for care- 
fully considered action at. this time, 
officials point out that the conditions 
arising from the presentation of sep- 
arate and formal communications from 
the two great central empires are quite 
different from those under which Count 
Burian’s adroit proposal to hold secret 
and “non-binding” conferences was so 
summarily dealth with. Now the prop- 
osition is for formal and open discus- 
sions in a manner to bind thé princi- 
pals, with hostilities suspended in the 
meantime. Therefore, the fact is recog- 
nized that the people of America and 
of the entente.countries, who are real- 
ly desirous of peaee on fair terms, are 
entitled to an explanation of the rea- 
sons which move the government in 
rejecting a proposal which on its face 
might appear to bear evidence of sin- 
cerity. They must understand, these 
officials say, the impossibility of com- 
Pliance with these requests without 
sacrifice of all the safeguards which 
are regarded as essential to the con- 
clusion of the kind of peace which 
America and the allies are determined 
to have, and for which so many lives 
already have been given; one that shall 
rid the world of German military dom- 
ination and insure«it against another 
and even more savage war as soon as 
the Germanic war lords can repair 
their shattered armies and rehabilitate 
their strained and broken financial and 
economic condition. 


War Waged for High Ideals. 


It was emphasized that the idea 
must not go out that America does not 
desire peace, for the war is waged for 
the realization of certain high ideals 
of democracy and liberty, and not for 
revenge or desire ruthlessly to destroy 
any nation. 

Another consideration which has in- 
fluenced the officials who are shaping 
the course of these negotiations is the 
probable effect upon the German peo- 
ple themselves of a curt, sharp and un- 
reasoned refusal of their appeal. They 
have been told by their rulers that the 
purpose of their enemies was the de- 
struction of Germany and Austria. 

Now the people of Germany and 
Austria are finding out that they are 
in no danger of extermynation if they 
call off their armies and stop fight- 
ing. Work to this end has been done 
by a system of propaganda in the en- 
emy countries by entente and Ameri- 
can agencies. ermany and Austria 
have been showered with leaflets and 
pamphlets printed in their own lan- 
guages, and, in defiance of the threats 
of terrible punishment for doing so, 
the people have read for themselves 
clear statements of the reasons which 
influence America and entente Europe 
to prosecute the war to complete vic- 
tory. 

So these people are being taken into 
account in dealing with the German 
and Austrian appeal, and the replies 
which will be made must let them un- 
derstand that it is only because these 
appeals do not hold out promise of 
a real peace on reasonable terms that 
they are rejected. 

Step Was Expected. 


Ever since Count Burian’s preceding 
proposal was rejected it has been real- 
ized that the step now taken by the 
Teutonic governments might be ex- 
pected at any time. Therefore there 
has been ample opportunity for dis- 
cussion of the course to be followed 
and the present exchanges between 
President Wilson and the entente chan- 
cellories probably will not be prolong- 
ed. Every possible phase of the sit- 
uation {ts said to have been given at- 
tention, even such a development as an 
appeal from French soctlalists for full 
consideration of the German offer. 

That rejection of the present propo- 
sitions will be followed by other of- 
fers is not doubted in Washington. De- 
termined to save their countries from 
invasion, the German and Austrian em- 
perors are believed to be certain to 
come forward very shortly with more 
liberal concessions; in fact, the unani- 
mous’ view here is that if the entente 
and American armies are firmly sup- 
ported by their peoples, and continue 
the war at the same tremendously ag- 
gressive pace maintained since the turn 
of the tide at Chateau Thierry, the 
time is not far off when the central 
powers will be ready actually to ac- 
cept dictated terms. 

' It was said at the Spanish embassy 
tonight that the appeal to President 
Wilson for peace from Turkey, which 
the German propaganda service at Ber- 
lin had announced, was.coming through 
Spain had not been received. It igs 
assumed that any proposal from Tur- 
key would follow the form of those 
from Germany and Austria.

Country Should Be Warned. 


Senator Poindexter said the senate

many from occupied territory. 

“If we accepted this offer,’ said Sen- 
ator Poindexter, “Alsace-Lorraine 
would still be in German hands; Po- 
land still would be enslaved; Ser- 
bians and Bohemians in Austria still 
would be under the Austrian yoke; 
Russia, although. evacuated, still would 
be at the mercy of Germany. It would 
leave Belgium and France unindemni- 
fied.” 

Senator Hitchcock interrupted Sena- 
tor Poindexter, to ask: “Is the senate 
not omitting a very important condi- 
tion? That is that the nations making 
the offer are appearing to accept four- 
teen terms laid down by the president? 
Do not the fourteen conditions include 
restoration and indemnification of 
Belgium and return to France of. Al- 
sace-Lorraine?” 

“Did the president say that?” Min- 
ority Leader Lodge interjected. 

“I think that can at least be in- 
ferred,” Senator Hitchcock replied. 

Senator Hitchcock declared ‘That 
the thought of a compromise of hostil- 
ities while Germany and Austria are 
occupying a single foot of Belgium, 
France or Italy, is preposterous, but 
the proposition is not simply one of 
suspending hostilities.” 

“One of the principles: laid down 
by the persident,’ said Senator Hitch- 
cock, “as absolutely essential, is res- 
toration of Alsace-Lorraine.” 

“I do not believe,” said Senator 
Lodge, “the president has the slight- 
est thought of agreeing to any arm- 
istice at this time. While we have no 
right to settle the form of German gov- 
ernment or that of anybody else, we do 
have the right that when we negotiate 
we do it with somebody who does not 
regard treaties as scraps of paper. 

Let Germany Hold Up Her Hands. 

“The question now is very simple.

“My squad advanced too fast, and the 
first thing we knew we were cut off 
from the rest of the men, and in,a few 
more minutes the enemy were swarm- 
ing around us and every one of the 
men with me had fallen, and I found 
myself fighting alone. 

“I jumped into a ditch, pulled out my 
pistol and shot down the Huns as they 
rushed at me. Finally two came at the 
same time, and I got one, but the other 
fellow knocked my pistol from my 


fight. 

“He was a big fellow, and at last 
got me in the jaw with a bayonet, but 
I was slowly choking him down when 
two or thrée fellows ran up from be- 
rang and began riddling me with bul- 
ets. 

“The next thing I knew I awoke in 
an officers’ dugout with part of my 
jawbone gone, my arm and shoulder 
full of bullets and a German officer 
was standing over me asking me if 1 
volunteered or was drafted.

Ostend, which it now appears certain 
the German leaders have decided upon, 
will not affect materially the sub- 
marine situation, whatever its military 
result ashore may be. This is the judg- 
ment of both American and allied naval 
officials most fully acquainted with 
submarine warfare. 

News from adjacent neutral ports to- 
day apparently made it certain that the 
Flanders coast, fofmerly the base for 
the Flanders submarine flotilla with 
which the Germans inflicted their 
heaviest tormage losses, was being 
cleared out by the enemy. It is point- 
ed out, however, that this flotilla was 
practically wiped out of existence 
when concrete-laden .block ships. were 
sunk in the entrances of the two bases 
and a persistent bombing and bombard- 
ing campaign inaugurated which has 
denied the Germans the use of the 
bases ever since. 


Germans Build Bigger U-Boats. 


The Flanders flotilla, it has been 
frequently stated, consisted largely .of 
short-range submarine raiders and 
mine layers which operated in very re- 
stricted zones in the channel. The 
crippling of the bases, it is now virtual- 
ly certain, has already made these 
types useless, and in his largely in- 
creased submarine building enterprises 
the enemy is known to be devoting 
himself to sea-going craft of larger 
size and endurance. 

The developments of the battle 
ashore have not as yet influenced the 
submarine situation, so far as officials 
can see. It remains about where it has 
been for some months. In regard to 
the number of allied craft sunk, it is 
highly satisfactory. The monthly :toll 
is going down, and will never, officials 
believe, return to the danger point. 
This is said to be due to protective 
measures purposes and the price paid 
for that protection is the withdrawal 
of naval units for escort duty which 
might be engaged in hunting down and 
exterminating submarines. 

There is a strong feeling here that 
the Germans are now keeping abreast 
of the destruction of submarines. For 
a time they were falling steadily be- 
hind, but their enlarged progress, it is 
thought by some observers, has en- 
abled them to keep even in the num- 
ber of raiders they can keep in opera- | 
tion. It is the ambition of the naval 
forces eventually to carry the battle 
to the submarines in such fashion that 
they will be mastered and the danger 
be finally over. 

U-Boat Effectiveness Decreases. 


The effectiveness of the submarines 
ia the point on‘which the greatest ad- 
vance has been scored. One raider 
no longer can get the results it did. 
This is ascribed in part to the waning 
morale and skill of submarine crews 
and in part to the fact that protective 
measures and the Flanders coast raids 
have forced the boats to take longer 
roads to sea where thelr operations 
are now being conducted. 

Experts rate the place of the skilled 
commander and crew on the submarines 
very highly. It has been said that a

3,396 INFLUENZA CASES 
IN 32 ALABAMA COUNTIES 


Montgomery, Ala., Octobgr 7.—The 
state health board tonight* stated that 
reports carrying 3,396 cases of Spanish 
influenza had been. received from 
thirty-two of.the sixty-seven counties 
of the state. Madison leads with 2;000 
and 18 deaths; Mobile with 608, Walker 
with 400 and Jefferson with over 200. 

Sergeant Rudolph Fischer, Peoria, 
Ill.; Privates Theodore Truman, Hite- 
man, Iowa, and Ord T. Clary, Bedford, 
Iowa, died at Camp Sheridan today as 
the result of Spanish influenza. It was 
officially stated that 599 cases had de- 
veloped up to noon today, 26. cases of 
pneumonia being reported. 

Governor Henderson tonight issued a 
proclamation to county and municipal 
authorities, directing the closing of 
schools, churches, etc., when influenza 
becomes prevalent. The Montgomery 
county health board directed recom- 
mendations to the city schools that 
schools, churches, theaters, etc., be 
closed and public assemblages be for- 
bidden until the danger of spread of 
influenza is past.

Germans Can’t Hold Belgium. 

As for Belgium, the German military 
leaders themselves apparently realized 
some time ago that they could not hope 
to hold on there, for German general 


headquarters was moved from Spa to 
well inside Germany’s borders. The 
Germans‘ have not troops enough to 
hold it. 

A glance at the German battle map 
is enlightening in this respect 
Stretched along thefrontfrom the sea 
to Switzerland, as represented by this 
map, are little numbers designating 
the divisions placed at sections the 
respective enemy units occupy in the 
waving battle lines. Except at two 
places along the front, including Flan- 
ders, the numbers are compartively 
thin and placed far apart. But in the 
St. Quentin and Cambrai districts the; 
numbers are so thickly placed as to; 
make it difficult to get them all in. 

Opposite the French and Americans| 
on the Champagne front a similar sit-* 
uation. exists. The Germans dare not! 
take a single man away from these 
places, and, as a matter of fact, they! 
are putting in every man they can lay | 
hands on. 

In the St. Quentin-Cambrai sector, | 
the Hindenburg line exists no more. 
It is no secret that the British will 
continue their powerful thrusts along 
where the enemy’s strong line of de- 
fense has been broken. The Germans 
know this, but what they do™mot know 
is when and how and with what forces 
the attack will be launched. And in- 
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dications are plentiful that the British 
are in a ition to launch it when 
they see fit. 

An armistice would save the situation 
for Germany. 

German Armies in the Dark. 

On the British front it is believed 
that the German armies so far have 
not the slightest knowledge of eventa, 
and it is with considerable interest 
that the British armies are watching 
for the effect among the Germans when 
they find out what has been done. 

In the meantime the Germans con- 
tinue their destruction on a wide- 
spread scale. The damage they have 
done to the coal mines in northern 
France, in the Lens district, is of a 
most serious nature. From informa- 
tion at hand it would appear that the 
Germans have done their work so thor- 


oughly that it may be impossible to 
get the mines in operation for a long 
time. . 

More towns are burning. Even the 
farm houses of the peasants in the 
area northeast of Lille have been set 
ablaze, and the enemy seems determed 
to devastate completely the country 
and destroy everything his hands can 
reach. Again long clouds of smoke 
ae sparks are being blown across the 

orizon.

9. Cover your nose with your 
handkerchief when you sneeze, your 
mouth when you cough. Change 
handkerchiefs frequently. Promptly 
disinfect soiled handkerchiefs by 
boiling or washing with soap and 
water. 

10. Don’t worry, and keep your 
feet. warm. Wet feet demand 
prompt attention. Wet clothes are 
dangerous and must be removed as 
soon as possible. 


How to Avoid Influenza 


With the spread of Spanish influenza and the precautions taken by 
the state and city boards of health to protect the public from the disease, 
it is pointed out by officials that individuals should also take drastic meas- 
ures to prevent coming in contact with a person affected with it, and to 
stay home and in bed if infected with the disease. 

A bulletin issued by the National Conference of Army, Navy and 
Civilian Doctors gives the following directions in regard to the influenza: 
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WHAT TO DO IF YOU 
HAVE INFLUENZA. 

1. If you get a cold go to bed in 
a well-ventilated room. Keep warm. 

2. Keep away from other people. 
Do not *kiss anyone. 

8. Use individual basins and 
knives, forks, spoons, towels, hand- 
kerchiefs, soap; wash plates and 
cups. 

4. Every case ox influenza should 
go to bed at once under the care 
of a physician. The patient should 
stay in bedatleast three days aft- 
er fever has disappeared and until 
convalescence is well established. 

56. The patient must not cough or 
sneeze except when a mask or hand- 
kerchief is held before the face. 

6. He should be in warm, well- 
ventilated room. 

7. There is no specific for the dis- 
ease. Symptoms should be met as 
they a?Pise. 

8. The great danger is from pneu- 
monia. Avoid it by staying in bed 
while actually ill and until conva- 
lescence is fully established. 

9. The after effects of influenza 
are worse than the disease.

10. Strictly observe the state and 
city rules and regulations for the 
control of influenza.

that now obtain,” continued the health 
officer, “are such that I can see no 
chance of controlling it unless we re- 
sort to the closing of these places. It 
looks like we are going: to have a 
serious epidemic.” 

Dr. Kennedy also declared that a tel- 
egram had been received from Surgeon 
General Blue, of the United States pub- 


lic health service, which asked that 
the public gathering places be closed in 
_ interest of pressing the Spanish 
+ lu.” 


Increase Is Serious, 


When Dr. Kennedy had closed, Dr. 
P. L. Moon and Dr. Etheridge, both 
members of the board of health of At- 
lanta, said that the increase of the 
malady was very serious, and that Dr. 
Kennedy's estimate of 15 to 20 cases to 
each physician in the city was a very 
conservative one. “There arg thou- 
sands of cases of the disease now being 
treated by the doctors in the city,” said 
Dr.“Moon, “and there are many cases 
that physicians will not come in con- 
tact with, as many people do not call 
in doctors.” The doctor also declared 
that he had more cases than he could 
look after, and that such was true of 
many practicing physicians in the city. 

Dr. Kennedy declared that the ques- 
tion of closing the schools would be 
settled by the patrons, if the board 
did not act upon it, as many people 
would take their children out when 
they learned of the seriousness of the 
situation. 


Dr. Kennedy said that the Red Cross 
offered’ to give some aid through 
nurses, and that the serious situation 
caused by shortage of nurses and doc- 
tors would be relieved to some extent 
in that way. Many doctors of Atlanta 
have gone into the army, and those who 


‘are remaining in practice are finding 


their hands full in looking after the 
already large number of cases now in 
the city, and should a more extended 
epidemic come, the situation would be 
grave, indeed, according to those who 
know of the present need of doctors 
and nurses. 

After the short discussion as above 
indicated, Chairman Patterson, of the 
board of health, read a resolution that 


had been previously prepared, which o 


ordered all churches, picture shows, 
schools and places of amusement closed 
until further notice, the closing order 
to go into effect immediately. The res- 
olution was a id unanimously and 
rned. 


Council Approves Action. 


The action of the city fathers was 
in a way of making “assurance dou- 
bly sure,” as some of the city fathers, 
after consulting with City Attorney 
James L. Mayson, doubted the authori- 
ty of the board of health in passing 
so drastic~-an order, and after some 
discussion, in which several of the 
councilmen took part, a committee, com- 
posed of Councilman A. J. Orme, Alder- 
man John S. McClelland and Alderman 
Harry Hatcher retired to consult with 
City Attorney Mayson and report as 
soon as possible with an ordinance for 
council to pass upon, 

The ordinance that was framed by 
this special committee, after consulta- 
tion with the city attorney, reads in 
substance, as follows: 

‘That on and after the passage of 
this ordinance, that each and all 
schools, churches, theaters, mov- 
ing picture shows, vaudeville 
houses, dance halls and 
and billiard rooms, shall 
and remain closed for and during 
the next two months, or until such 
time as this ordinance shall be 
amended or repealed, provided, 
however, that if the epidemic of 
influenza continues at the end of 
two. months’ period, council will 
pass additional ordinances continu- 
ing the closing of the above named 
places to some future time to be 
named.” 

The ordinance also provides that all 
street cars, or other public convey- 
ances shall operate with windows open, 
except in case of rain. Mention of 
the fact that the ordinance was re- 
quested by the state board of health 
and the federal health authorities was 
also made in the ordinance. For vio- 
lation of the measure there as a max!i- 
mum penalty of $200 or imprisonment. 
The city fathers voted unanimously 
upon the adoption of the ordinance. 


The School Situation. 


The school authorities hope that no. 


such length of time will be required 
to suppress the epidemic in the city, 
and that’ within a few days the doc- 
tors and health authorities will have 
the situation well in hand. 


Professor Charles N. Culver in mak- 
ing a statement with reference to ‘tthe 
closing of the schools said late Monday 
afternoon that the impression should 
not prevail that that the schools would 
positively be forced to close for sixty 


| days, but that it was hoped the situa- 


tion would be so improved that the in- 
stitutions could again be opened in a 
short time. He said, however, that 
teachers who wished to leave the city 
could do go after leaving their ad- 
dresses at the school superintendent’s 
office in order that they might be re- 
called in the event of the schools’ re- 
opening. 

Mr. Culver said that all pupils and 
teachers would be expected to report 
this morning at their several schools, 
the pupils to get their books and other 
belongings, and the teachers should be 
on hand to preserve order and give 
whatever instructions as might be nec- 
essary. : 

All the ge theaters and pool- 
rooms in the city acted upon the in- 
structiong given them to close as soon 
as they received notification, and upon 
the doors of all such places of amuse- 
ment there are now attached notices 
explaining that they are closed by or- 
der. _of the city council and the health 
authorities. _ 

The theater men met the situation 
with a spirit that indicated a willings 
ness to aid the health authorities, and 
the closing was not only general, but 
immediate. 

Fair Not Affected. 

Neither the Southeastern fair, which 
starts next Saturday, nor the Liberty 
pageant, which will be given next Sat- 
urday night eat Lakewood, gre affect- 


ed by the closing order of the city 
board of health, it was stated last night 
by . G. Hastings, president of the 
fair association, and both will be pre- 
sented according to schedule. 

“T have taken the matter up with 
both the state and the city boards of 
health,” said Mr. Hastings, “and they 
were both unhesitating in stating that 
the fair is not included in the order 
nor in any future orders, unless, of 
course, conditions grow distinctly 
worse. The fact that the fair and the 
Liberty pageant,are given in the open 
air exempts them. The authorities’ 
stated to me that the closing order 
was merely designed to keep people 
from going into poorly ventilated 
places.” 

As soon as the closing order was 
announced Mrs. Linton Hopkins and 
other leaders in the Liberty pageant 
to be given under the auspices of the 
State Council of Defense communicated 
with Dr. J. P. Kennedy, city physi- 


cian. 

“We told him,” said Mrs. Hopkins, 
“that we would abide absolutely by his 
judgment and his decision. If he deem- 
ed it: unwise to give the pageant, we 
would immediately call it off. How- 
ever, Dr. Kennedy told us he was will- 
ing to We quoted to the effect that he 
saw no reason why the pageant should 
not be given. 


Go Ahead With Plans. 


“We then consulted with Mr. Hast- 
ings and told him the same thing and 
he advised us to go ahead with our 
Plans. Accordingly, we wish to state 
that the Liberty pageant will be given.” 

“I do not think that we need any 
defense in our action,” continued Mrs. 
Hopkins, “but for fear some people will 
be afraid to attend or to participate, I 
would like to say that I have two chil- 
dren who are far more precious to me 
than a thousand pageants and that 
they are most certainly going to take 
part. I would much prefer to have 
them in the open air at Lakewood than 
I would somewhere on the streets. I 
really do not fear for their —, at 
all, and I am sure all others, if they 
think a minute, will feel just as I do. 

“Another thing that cgqunts with us 
is the fact that, with so many amuse- 
ment places closed, the publi¢c will have 
nowhere to go and we feel that they 
should be entitled to the pleasure of 
seeing the pageant so long as it is 
given in the open air and their health 
will not be endangered. 

“Plans for the pageant are progress- 
ing satisfactorily and every one seems 
to be unanimously of the opinion that 
it should be given. Although the 
chools are closed, the school children 
who will participate will meet as usual 
for rehearsals.” 

Health Board Statement. 

The state board of health Monday 
issued the following statement in re- 
gard to the Spanish influenza situa- 
tion: ° 

“In view of the fact that in a great 
many sections influenza has a high 
pneumonia rate following the disease, 
the state board of health advises the 
local authorities whenever an out- 
break appears in the epidemic form to 
warn people to avoid all public gath- 
erings and, if necessary, to close the 
schools, theaters and church gather- 
ings, especially since there is a short- 
age of physicians and nurses through- 
out the state.”

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AT THEIR OLD GAME. 


Coming from no less an authority than 
the German chancellor, the last peace pro- 
posal is conclusive evidence that the Hun is 
defeated, and that he sees nothing ahead 
except defeat. His only remaining hope 
now is to trick his conquerors into a pre- 
mature peace and thereby salvage what he 
may from the wreckage of his structure of 
boasts and lordly ambitions. 

It comes as a confession from the hjgh- 
est source from which such a confession is 
obtainable—with the exception of the con- 
current wail of the German emperor him- 
self, who, in an address to the army, prac- 
tically takes thé position that the end is in 
sight. 

The answer to this proposal—to the di- 
rect proposal of Prince Maximilian, and the 
inferential proposal of the kaiser as ex- 
pressed simultaneously—will be along ex- 
actly the same lines as those followed in 
our answer to Austria. 

Before the allies will ever even discuss 
peace the enemy must surrender every foot 
of stolen territory now in his possession, 
get absolutely and entirely behind his own 
frontiers, and accept, as he says he is will- 
ing to do, the fourteen elementary points as 
peace bases advanced by President Wilson 
and concurred in unanimously by the belllg- 
erent nations with which ours Is associated. 

That done, we will be prepared to talk 
peace, but not before! 

The Hun’s agreement to accept Wilson’s 
announced terms amounts to nothing so 
long as he is in possession of a foot of terri- 
tory to which he is not by right entitled; 
and our meeting his overtures now with an 
armistice would simply pave the way for 
more treachery. | 

Treachery and deceit are inherent char- 
acteristics of Hun. nature. This has been 
demonstrated times without number, and 
for hundreds of years. 

The methods and the practices of the 
Huns in connection with the present war 
are identical with those used by them 
against the Romans fifteen centuries ago. 


They are the same Huns today that they 
were then. 


And tradition goes back hundreds of 
years before that and confirms history, as 
recounted by Gibbons in his “Decline and 
Fall of the Roman Empire.” 


Gibbons, discussing the Huns, records 
that “a fabulous origin was assigned, worthy 
of their form and manners,” it being that 
the Huns sprung originally from an unholy 
alliance “between infernal spirits” and “the 
witches of Scythia, who, by their foul and 
deadly practices, had been driven from so- 
ciety” and into the desert. The Huns, ac- 
cording to Gibbons’ narrative of the tradi- 
tion of their origin, “were the offspring of 
this execrable conjunction.”

Unless they promptly express a willing- 
ness to do that, then the evidence is direct 
and unquestionable that they are not sin- 
cere, and that they are playing at the same 
old game of treachery and deceit in which 
they have been past masters since the dawn 
of modern history.

THE GERMAN COLONIES. 

Among the conditions, upon which it is 
reported Prince Maximilian, the new Ger- 
man chancellor, bases his peace proposal 
are “the right of self-determination for Rus- 
sian frontier states, the restoration and in- 
demnification of Belgium, autonomy for Al- 
sace-Lorraine and the return of the German 
colonies in Africa.” 

When this war is over, if “the right of 
self-determination” is not vouchsafed, not 
only to the Russian frontier states, but to 
every state and every people on earth, it 
will have been fought in vain. 


This is true, at any rate, so far as the 
belligerency of the United States is con- 
cerned, because, as this nation views it, the 
primary and fundamental purpose of our 
government is to “make the world safe for 
democracy”—to make, in other words, the 
consent of the governed the basic principle 
of all future government. And the war will 
have been a failure if it ends short of that 
objective. 

But it is not going to be a failure; and 
Prince Max himself fails utterly to read our 
purpose if he thinks that the German colo- 
nies will ever be restored to Germany un- 
less and until those colonies themselves 
want and vote to be restored to Germany! 


Of course “the right of self-determina- 
tion” will be accorded the Russian states— 
all Russian states; but Why differentiate 
between Russian and other states and peo- 
ples? If justice demands—and it does— 
that the “right of self-determination” be 
conceded to the Russian states, does it not 
demand by the same token that the same 
right be vouchsafed to African states, colo- 
nies, peoples? 

Alsace and Lorraine should and will be 
given autonomy if their people want au- 
tonomy—which, it is generally understood, 
they do, but if they do not want it, but want 
independent government, then independent 
government is what they will have, because 
they, too, must and will be given the “right 
of self-determination.” 


Certainly Belgium must be restored to 
the Belgians; and it is going to be indemni- 
fied by Germany so far as it is possible for 
its ruthless and barbarian essailant to re- 
pair the harm he has done. But this will 
not be accepted by the allies as a conces- 
sion. 

Certainly the. successful belligerents are 
not going to even consider ceding back the 
territory and the human inhabitants of the 
former German colonies in Africa in ex- 
change for what is Belgium’s just due—and 
what Belgium is going to receive in the end, 
anyhow! 

The principle of democracy does not rec- 
ognize the right of any man, any nation, 
any set of men, or any league of nations to 
trade and traffic in human lives or human 
rights. : 

And this is essentially and pre-eminently, 
so far as America and its associate nations 


are concerned, a war for democracy!

THE SKIP-STOP PLAN. 
There should be no opposition in Atlanta 
nor in Atlanta’s suburbs to the “skip-stop” 
plan of operating the street cars, soon to 


'be inaugurated by the Georgia Railway and 


Power company. 

Engineers and mathematical experts 
have calculated that every time an Atlanta 
street car stops energy to the equivalent of 
half a pound of coal is required to start it 
again; that ordinarily Atlanta street cars 
make an aggregate of 236,868 stops per day 
to discharge or take on passengers, thus 
consuming a total of 59.2 tons of coal per 
day in starting cars. 

Under the “skip-stop” or “stagger-stop” 
plan it is proposed to eliminate at least 25 
per cent of the stops, saving thereby the 
equivalent of approximately fifteen tons of 
coal per day! 

And all that it can cost the patrons will 
be a few extra rods of walking in the 
healthful fresh air to and from the stations 
where stops will be made. 

And even the time consumed by patrons 
in walking the extra short distance to and 
from the car stations will be much more 
than compensated by the time gained while 
aboard the cars because of the elimination 
of stops in transit. , 

Thus the patron who lives a considerable 
distancé from his place of business or em- 
ployment, while he may lose, let us say, a 
minute or so in walking the extra distance 
to or from the station under the proposed 
plan, will gain several times that many min- 
utes because of the shortening of the car 
schedule. So the patrons, too, will be gainer 
by the change.

SOLDIERS’ CLOTHING 
AND EQUIPMENT MUST 
BE RETURNED TO U. S. 


When articles of clothing and equipment 
issued ‘to soldiers are left in any of the re- 
tail stores by é@nlisted men, it is the duty of 
the proprietors to notify the‘ military au- 
thorities, so that they may be collected and 
turned over to the proper authorities for re- 
use. The statement was made Monday by 
Captain G. ‘FE. Dodge, of the quartermasters’ 
corps, who is the reclamation officer station- 
ed at the Ford plant, to D. C. Lawhorn, as- 
sistant secretary of the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce, to whom he appealed .to secure 
the co-operation of the local merchants. 

It has come to the attention of the war 
department that soldiers, when purchasing 
articles of clothing at retail stores, are ac- 
customed to leave old articles in place of the 
new ones they purchased, according to Cap- 
tain Dodge, articles of equipment issued to 
the men are in the nature of a loan made by 
the government to the enlisted men, and 
may be recalled at any time. “Such articles 
left in any retail establishment are in real- 
ity the property of the government,” he says, 
“end we would greatly appreciate it if the 
local merchants would advise us whether 
they have such materials on hand, and in 
what quantities, so that the proper disposi- 
tion of them may be made.” 

It has been found in cities where investi- 
gations have been conducted that army 
clothing of all kinds, such as hats, trousers, 
shirts, leggings and underwear, were left 
by soldiers at retail stores when purchasing 
new articles. The storekeepers reported that 
in the past that they had destroyed scores 
of these articles, and they would be glad to 
turn them over to the government in the 
future, as they had no room to store the old 
goods. Mr. Lawhorn assured Captain Dodge 
that he would secure the co-operation of the 
local chamber and would immediately notify 
all the merchants who are members of the 


chamber of commerce.

FATS MADE TO ORDER; 
HOW IT IS DONE 


In a recent interview with J. J. Willa- 
man, a member of the Minnesota section of 
the American Chemical society, many inter- 
esting facts concerning fats were disclosed. 
There are only a limited number of sources 
of hard fats in any quantity. Most of them 
come from the bodies or milk of our domestic 
animals. And as demands on butter for eat- 
ing purposes, on lard for cooking, and on 
mutton and beef body fats for soapmaking 
and oleomargarine increased to such an ex- 
tent that their cost to the consumer threat- 
ened to become prohibitive, the chemists 
stepped in and said, ‘‘We will make solid fats 
out of liquid oils.” 

Now, the economics behind this state- 
ment was the fact that there are untold 
thousands of pounds of cotton seed and corn 
oil/available at a very low price. When 
purified, both of these oils are perfectly 
wholesome, but they are not solid fats, and 
the soapmaker must have mostly fats and not 
oils; and a substitute for butter and for 
lard must, of course, be solid at room tem- 
perature. A liquid fat can be very handily 
used in cooking, and, in fact, of late years a 
great deal of cotton seed oil and corn oil 
has been used in this way; but the aesthetic 
tastes and inborn prejudices of most cooks 
demand a solid fat. Hence the chemists’ 
proposition was this: to convert the cheap, 
abundant, wholesome vegetable oils into 
palatable fats, and relieve the demand on the 
fats which occur naturally as such. 

To do this was theoretically simple, for 
the only difference between ordinary solid 
fat and the ordinary liquid of] is six atoms 
of hydrogen. That is, the main constituent 
of most fats is tri-stearin in which there 
are fifty-seven atoms of carbon, one hundred 
and ten atoms of hydrogen and six atoms of 
oxygen ina single molecule of stearin. The 
main constituent of most oilsis tri-olein, with 
the same number of carbon ang oxygen atoms, 
but with only one hundred and four atoms of 
hydrogen. By causing six atoms of hydrogen, 
therefore, to combine with the tri-olein it 
becomes tri-stearin; the oil has become a 
fat. This fat is not a new substance; it its 
absolutely the same stuff that Nature makes 
when she puts in the extra six hydrogens 
and makes beef tallow. 

How to make the six atoms join the oil 
molecule was the problem. Bubbling hydro- 
gen gas through the ‘oil will not do it. 


—— 


Chemical reagents which liberate especially: 
active hydrogen will not do it economically 


But in going back through the chemical lit- 
erature of the past sixty years or so, records 
were found of several successful attempts to 
hydrogenate oil. They had never been put 
to commercial usé, because the demand for 
it did not exist. The records of these experi- 
ments, however, gave the clue to the solu- 
tion of the modern problem. What is needed 
to make the hydrogen join hands with the 
oil is a catalyst. Now, & cataiyst is a sub- 
stance which, though presumably not taking 
part itself in a chemical reaction, causes that 
reaction to take place thousands of times 
more rapidly. Several such catalysts for 
hydrogenation of oils were found, but the 
best of all are finely pulverized nickel and 
nickel oxide. A trace of these will bring 
about the hydrogenation of‘large quantities 
of oil; and the nickel is all removed before 
the fat is put on the market. 

Thanks to the activities of our chemical 
engineers, cotton seed, qorn, peanut and other 
oils in huge amounts are now conducted into 


one end of factories, exposed to hydrogen 
gas in the presence of nickel and under the 
proper conditions, and then taken from the 
other end of the factories in the form of 
white, solid fats sealed up in neat tins. Just

Soldier writers tall of Soldier Deeds, H 
Humorous, in American Soldiers’ Own 


M other's Bread 
At Army’s Bakery 


(From The Stars and Stripes, the official publica- 
tion of the American Expeditionary Forces, published 
every Friday at Paris by and for the men of the 
American Expeditionary Forces.)

There's a homey, kitcheny aroma arising 
from the six long, low, squat buildings over 
there by the railroad tracks, with the freight 
cars partially hiding them. Mess shacks? 
No; who would be cooking mess at this hour 
of the day? Fire? No; there’s the M. P. on 
duty right up there, within good nose 
range, not a bit concerned. 


To be sure, there’s a fire in the six build- 
ings. It’s a fire that doesn’t go out any 
hour of the twenty-four. For in them is 
kneaded, brewed and baked the daily bread 
of a group of six American fighting di- 
Visions. 

Day in, day out, those fires are kept g0- 
ing, with coal, wood, anything kindleable. 
Day in, day out, the bakers and kneaders 
and toters of the finished product work in 
twelve-hour shifts under the omnipresent 
blanket of heat. And in spite of the long 
shifts—which, as soon as more help comes 
from the states, are going to be cut down— 
in spite of the heat and all, those men aré 
turning out in the neighborhood of 270,000 
Standard 12-pound-army loaves a week. 


Six Companies on Job. 


There are six bakery companies on the 
job in this particular place, only a fraction 
of course, of the number of bakery com- 
panies now in. France, busily engaged in 
producing the punk to feed an army that 
is growing like a growing boy and eating 
like two growing boys. In every company 
there are 101 men and two officers, the offi- 
cers having been for the most part either 
master bakers in civil life or army bakers 
in the old regular establishment. 


Unlike many of the projects now being 
engineered by the quartermaster corps in 
the S. O. S., the bakery outfits are manned 
solely by Americans, no French or neutral 
labor being employed, Similarly, with the 
exception of the yeast, and the water, they 
use only American products in the bread. It 
is good American whole-wheat flour, plus 
good American salt—then yeast and water, 
and much good American elbow grease in 
kneading, for all the working of the bread 
is done by hand. 

No sugar is used in the composition of 
the bread. The recipe calls, roughly, for 160 
pounds of flour to 1% pounds of yeast to 2% 
pounds of salt, plus about ten gallons of 
water. This batch should yield 246 pounds of 
the baked bread. 


Waiting for the Train. 


Yrut the kneading and actual baking of 
the bread, in firm, reliable brick ovens built 
into the sides of the baking shacks, 15 to 
each shack, isn’t the whole process, by any 
means. Once baked, the loaves are stacked 
on big wooden drying racks, and there kept 
for forty-eight hours before being put into 
the bread cars which swing in on the tracks 
right outside the bakery plant, and which 
swing out again to be hooked on trains and 
sped up to the ultimate railheads from which 
the army in the field is fed. 

The loaves are kept forty-eight hours for 
the simple reason that fresh bread would get 
mouldy in transit; an@ once every twenty- 
four hours, as they repose in the drying 
racks, they are turned to air and dry them 
the more completely. 

The bakery plant, furthermore, is amply 
provided against emergencies. In case a shell 
should make bread crumbs out of one of its 
precious shipments and the word should 
come back for more to duplicate the order, 
the’ plant would be ready. It keeps from 
600,000 to 700,000 pounds of bread in reserve, 
and there is always on hand 1,000,000 pounds 
of flour, 20,000 pounds of salt and 10,000 
pounds of’ yeast. 

Special Stuff to Wash In. 


“Spotless town” has nothing on the bak- 
ery outfit. There’s a special chemical prepa- 
ration in which the kneaders and bakers 
must wash their hands before starting on 
their jobs, and their clothes must be abso- 
lutely clean, as must the woodwork on which 
the bread may be rested; the pans, and, the 
five-loaf sacks in which the bread finally 
reaches its consumer. 

Finally, in spite of the bigness of the 
plant, and the system on which it is operat- 
ed, and the fact that it converts 8,000,000 
pounds of flour a month into whole-wheat 
bread, the human element isn’t lost sight of. 
‘We aim to turn out bread that is ‘just like 
mother usé@d to make,’” says the quarter- 
master corps captain in charge. “And if it

Let an ordinary baby launch a noisy 
little frolic, Mrs. Grundy thinks !t teething, 
but Sairey calls it colic., Grandma hints it 
may be worms, the neighbors call it gall, 
but the doctor never calls it, for he isn't 
called at all. ‘Everybody hats a baby—as 
long as there is hope. When everybody 
feels convinced that there is no more hope, 
then the poor little thing is turned over to 
the doctor. If we do ultimately attain civ- 
ilization, perhaps we shall have a law ‘that 
will place a heavy penalty on baby baiting. 
It will or should carry double penalties when 
the crime is committed by parents or guard- 
lans, who are supposed to love the baby or 
at lease to give the baby a fighting chance 
to survive. To my mind there is nothing so 
contemptible and mean as this widespread 
custom of experimenting on babies—a cus- 
tom which betrays the ignorance, irrespon- 
sibility and abject cruelty of parents. There 
are all grades of intelligence, and the baby 
bating habit becomes steadily less popular 
as you ascend the scale of intelligence, till 
you attain the peak, where parents know 
enough not to try experiments on the baby 
at all. 

Ignorance {is chief 
shamefully high death 
babies in America. This its why the health 
authorities in the country are at present 
carrying out a campaign to gave the seventh 
baby by trying to teach parents and others 
who are guardians of young babies the rudi- 
ments of proper care. Through ignorance 
we kill off one out of each seven babies in 
the first year of life. 

A seven-to-one shot may possibly be a 
fair ratio to gamble on in a horse race. It 
is not a good gamble when a baby’s life is 
at stake.

Permit other irresponsible persons to experi- 
ment on ailing babies should be prosecuted 
and punished just as vigorously as are par 
ents who fail to provide medical attendance 
for sick children. The crime is rather worse 
than neglect. 

There is no possible excuse for pouring 
down a baby’s throat any alleged medicine 
for “colic,” “worms,” or “teething,” without 
medical advice. Parents who mistreat babies 
in this way are too mean and too dangerous 
to have the sacred responsibility of presery 
ing young lives.

End of “Spanish Flu’’ 


Offensive, 


Is Now Seen at Camp Gordor 


Camp to Sleep in Ofen, 
Wearing Gauze Masks and 
Head Coverings in Future. 
All Assembly Places Are 
Closed—Number of Cases 
on Decline. 


Two important and interesting an- 
nouncements were made yesterday at 
Camp Gordon in connection with the 
Spanish influenza situation among the 
soldiers. 


They are, first, that henceforth the 
entire camp will sleep in the open, 
wearing gauze masks, as a measure to 
prevent the further spread of th®B dis- 
ease, and, second, that an end is now 
seen to the “flu” offensive among the 
men in khaki by officials of the med- 
ical department. 


The order making sleeping in the 
open air compulsory, closing all places 
of assembly and curtailing visiting in 
the camp by civilians and to Atlanta 
by soldiers, reads as follows: 

“Troops of this command will go into 
bivouac, until further orders, except 
that during inclement weather the com- 
mand may sleep indoors. While in 
bivouac, especial care will be taken by 
company commanders to see that the 
men while sleeping keep on thefr masks 


and that they wear hoods or towels the disease.

LAON SET AFIRE 
BY THE GERMANS; 
RHEIMS IS FREE 


Paris, October 7.—Laon, the strong- 
hold to which the enemy has been 
clinging as the key point of his line 
on the southwest, apparently has been 
set afire by the Germans. e town 
was reported ablaze yesterday and 
fires were still burning there. today. 

Rheims has been finally and defi- 
nitely cleared from the menace of 
German cannon. The Germans are in 
retreat on the whole front from the 
Suippe to the Arnes, as well as in the 
region soyth of Cambrai. 

n the first named sector the allies 
have reached the Arnes river, on which 
the enemy hoped to make a stand. In 
the second region the British fourth 
army has crushed counter attacks 
which the ememy delivered in an ef- 
fort to prevent its progress toward 
Bohain and cover their retreat to the 
south. 

These two movements of retreat 
form a part of a plan which was to 
have brought the German armies to 
new lines of resistance much nearer 
the frontier, it appears, but the con- 
stant pursuer of the allied troops is 
making the execution of the plan most 
difficult and hazardous. . 

The peace proposals of the central 
powers are in no way interfering with 
the policy of destruction the German 
staff seems to have decided upon. Sal- 
laumines, near Lens, is burning, and 
fires have been seen west and south- 
west of Lille and between Douai and 
Souain. The troops advancing in the 
Champagne found Nogent-L’Abbesse, 
Biene and all the villages in the val- 
ley of the Suippe in flames. 

Laon has been ablaze since yester- 
day, indicating that the enemy may 
be about to leave that region as the 
Chemin des Dames, already turned by 
General Mangin on the west, has been 
turned on the east by the troops who 
have crossed the Aisne at séveral 
points in the vicinity of Berry-au-Bac, 
making it appear that the Laonnis area 
is no longer tenable. 


DEBENY’S ARMY 
STILL ADVANCES. 


Paris, October 7.—The advance of 
General Debeney’s army in the St. Quen- 
tin sector continues despite the desper- 
ate resistance of the Germans. 

The enemy is falling back to his 
water lines before Gowraud’s army, 
which is maintaining active artillery 
action on the Chemi-des-Dames posi- 
tion. Apparently, the Germans have 
decided to defend this to their utmost. 

Gouraud’s soldiers have crossed the 
Arnes river at several points. The an- 


‘emy is counter attacking energetically 


and throwing his best divisions into 
the defense of the Suippe fords and 
the Arnes bridgeheads, but the French 
are slowly forging ahead. 


GERMANS DRIVEN 
FROM BERRY-AU-BAC 
BY FRENCH FORCES 


Paris, October 7.—The French have 
captured Berry-au-Bac, the war office 
announced tonight. 

The statement says: 

“We have captured Berry-au-Bac.

Americans Use Hand Grenades. 


Ten minutes after. starting the 


troops in the center of the attack met. 


the first obstacle in the shape of the 
German trenches. The American del- 
urged these with hand grenades, car- 
rying the entrenchments. They reach- 
ed their first objective in record time 
and entered Chatel-Chehery at 8:40 
o’clock with only slight resistance. 

An attack on Hill 244, where the 
Germans occupied strong positions, was 
begun at once and there was desper- 
ate fighting as the Americans storm- 
ed the heights. 

In the meantime other infantry de- 
tachments filtered through in single 
file into Abbe wood and helped to car- 
ry Hill 244, which was taken before 
noon. The troops reached the north 
side of the hill by 1 o’clock in the 
afternoon, while others advancing 
over the Chenentondu ridge, reached 
and passed La Viergette. 

The enemy retreated before this ad- 
vance and the victory was complete at 
o’clock.

The machine guns fire likewise no- 
tably decreased on the center, east of 
the American line. This was especially 
true of Cunel wood, which has been a 
veritable hive of machine guns, but 
these were quiet today. 

Germans Receive Counter Thrust. 


The Germans delivered a local ‘at- 
tack in Champagne at daylight east 
of St. Etienne. They received countér 
thrust at the hands of the Americans, 
which those who lived to tell the tale 
will long rememDer. 

The Americans had advance infor- 
mation of a pending German attack,

sent into the enemy line five or more 
shells for every German projectile 
hurled at them.

BRITISH TROOPS 
ADVANCING LINE 
NORTH OF SCARPE 


London, October 7.—The British line 
has been advanced on a front of four 
miles north of the Scarpe, Field Mar- 
shal Haig reported tonight. The vil- 
lages of Biache St. Vaast and Oppy 
were captured. 

The statement reads: 

“In successful local operations this 
morning we advanced our line on a 
front of about four miles north of the 
Scarpe river capturing the villages of 
Biache-St. Vaast and Oppy and more 
than 100 prisoners and a number of 
machine guns. 

“Patrol fighting took place also 
northeast of Epinoy and north of Au- 
bencheul-aux-Bois. We have progress- 
ed in both localities.” 

The British day statement reads: 

‘In local fighting yesterday in the 
neighborhood of Aubencheul-aux-Boise 
we captured about 400 prisoners. 

“Yesterday afternoon one of our pa-

|Decision Not Taken Under 


Stress of Military Events, 
But Last Link in Chain of 
Continual Evolution. 


Amaterdam, October 7.—An elucida- 
tion of the peace offer of the central 
powers is published by the Vienna 
newspapers. The article which is ex- 
Plained as emanating from “well-in- 
formed circles” reads as follows: 

“It is firat to be emphasized that 
this step by Austria-Hungary, Turkey 
and Germany is not to be regarded as 
a decision taken suddenly under stress 
of military events. It constitutes rather 


in the history of our peace policy the 
last link in the chain of a logical and 
continual evolution, regard being paid 
at the same time to the latest internal 
political developments in Germany, As 
is known, the point of departures of 
our peace policy was Baron Burian’s

Only 
President Wilson in his note of Janu- 
ary 8, 1918, in his fourteen points 
made proposals and proclaimed princi- 
ples which substantially accorded,with 
the program of the central powers.

would not be one-sided, but just to 
both sides and thus fulfi11 the principle 
of high justice to all 
“At this moment of the proclama- 
tion of the principle for equal justice 
to all parties it became clear that it 
was clear in this manner to come near 
to attaining peace, because the prin- 
ciple of the elimination of any one- 
sided preference provides for the solu- 
tion of a’ group of difficult questions. 

‘In the consideration of the further 
circumstances that owing to the inter- 
national political change in Germany 
certain difficulties were cleared out of 
the-way, it became clear that a uniform 
decision of the central powers regard- 
ing peace could be effected. On this 
day of the new German government’s 
entering office we are in a position to 
undertake a step which reaches as far 
back as the beginning of 1917. 


Step Natural Development. 


“This step was not born of the events 
of the moment, but continually had 
won its way through in the course of 
a natural develocnoment. 

In the circumstances we expect our 
step will lead to rapproachement and 
discussion. At the same time in ex-

New York, October 7.—(Special.)— 
Once more it is essential for the Amer- 
ican people to recognize that they are 
in the presence of a peace offensive 
launched for military purposes. This 
offensive is designed to benefit the mil- 
itary situation of the Germans by sav- 
ing the German army from the imme- 
diately grave results of recent defeats 
and from the later disastrous conse- 
quences to the militaristic hierarchy, 
if the army suffers wholly decisive de- 
feat. 

A few months ago German leaders 
were working in the full expectation 
of a military victory. Then the press 
and the public statements of the lead- 
ers alike solemnly recapitulated -Ger- 
many’s peace terms, vwehich included 
the annexation of Belgium, northern 


France, eastern Italy,' Serbia and the 
perpetuatio nof German control in Ru- 
mania and Russia. ‘Now, since there 
have been changes in the military sit- 
uation, Germany resigns this program 
of profit and seeks peace, which shaii 
not involve the loss of her own prop- 
erty, however, acquired. If she can’t 
profit, Germany is resolved not to pay 
for this world tragedy. 


Seeking to Open Breach. 


In addressing her peace appeal to 
the president of the United States, and 
in putting into that appeal a lip-serv- 
ice of acceptance of Mr. Wilson’s peace 
program, Germany has sough® obvi- 
ously and patently to open a breach 
between America and our. European al- 
lies, to start a discussion over peace 
terms, which shall destory allied sulli- 
darity. She hopes thea president will 
say that the United States does not 
support French claims to Alsace-L»r- 
raine or Italian claims to Trieste aad 
the Trentino, and that on the strength 
of such utterances, the alliance of 
western nations will fall apart. 

Germany wants peace; yes, but she 
wants peace on her own terms, having 
failed to impose victorious peace on 
her own terms. She is a very great 
distance from accepting peace on our 
terms. She is not in the least con- 
vinced that she will have to accept 
our terms. Her statesmen are now 
maneuvering to’ disrupt our alliance 
and at the same time to get the senti 
ment of the German people behind 
them again; by establishing the fact 
that the enemy demands that Gerr 
shall pay the price of her crimes and 
meet the demands for restoration, res- 
titution and reparation, These demands 
are just as unwelcome to the peasant 
as to the junker, and neither is yet 
ready to accept them. 


German Talk and German Deeds, 


There is only one standard of meas- 
urement for German words, and that 
is supplied by German deeds. 

Wie have had Germany talking in the 
language of civilization for four y2ars, 
but we have had Germafy acting in 
the manner of barbarism for the same 
period, and never were German deeds 
more epressive of the spiritof the Hun 
than in. the present hour. What do we 
care, what can we care about German 
words, when German deeds ar precise- 
Iv of the same character as in the 
time of Louvain or of the Lusitania? 

We have won a great and decisive 
campaign; we have deprived the Ger- 
man of all chance of victory, and we 
are daily depriving him of more of 
French and Belgian soil which he 
shamelessly described as “pawns” for 
peace negotiations. But we .have not 
deprived him of his determination to 
pillage, plunder, murder, to destroy 
the future of the countries occupied, 
by systematic and orderly annihilation 
of the machinery of industry. He is 
still cutting down the fruit trees and 
burning the factories, that Germany
